TO AUGMENT WATER SUPPLY. 


Covine Chamber of Commerce Calis 
Meeting to Discuss Measure of 
Importance to Growers. 
COVINA, Sept. 27.—At a meeting of 
the Covina Chamber of Commerce, 
held last night in the Union High 
School auditorium, 250 orange growers 


and farmers listened to a verbal re- 


port from Superintendent J. R. El- 
Hott of the Covina Irrigating Com- 
pany, in which he stated that a project 
was now well u way for an ad- 
dition of 700 California miner's inches 
of water to the present supply, and 
that the expenditure would be from 
$125,000 to $150,000. The development 
is to be made in the bare country north 
of the Pacific Electric track at Baid- 
win Park, and 100 rods from the power 
station of the electric company. Two 
test holes are to be bored immediately 
and if engineers report the location of 
water-bearing gravel, the wells will 
be sunk in this region and the water 
lifted by steam or electric power. 
report was the outcome of a 


deen call made by the Chamber of Com- 


merce relating to the present short- 
age of water in the district. The meet- 
ing was enthusiastic and harmonious. 
President J. L. Matthews, in opening 
the meeting to discussion, said that 
the necessity for further conservation 
or development of water had become 
very apparent through the great 
growth of the irrigated territory.
